independent claim 12 defines over the prior art of record since the prior art does not 
teach, suggest, nor render obvious a receptacle with an annular recess on its bottom, a 
baking shield with a bead, the receptacle being nested in the baking shield with the 
bead received in the annular recess, and a carton.
